Tulsa, Okla. (AP)—A new era is 
dawning in the transportation and 
distribution of gasoline, the pe­ 
troleum industry’s principal money 
product. 
Shipment 
of 
gasoline 
through 
pipelines built specially for the pur­ 
pose is about to bt' inaugurated. 
By the first of February the Great 
Lakes Pipeline company expects to 
be conveying gasolme from Okla­ 
homa 
refineries 
to Kansas City 
through a new underground carrier. 
Work on a second gasoline pipe­ 
line from Borger. Texas, to St. Louis 
is being rushed by the Phillips Pipe­ 
line company, a subsidiary of the 
Phillips Petroleum company. 
These are the first pipelines built 
expressly to carry gasoline, although 
the fuel previously has been shipped 
through 
Pennsylvania 
pipelines 
originally built for crude oil. 
C uts Delivery Costs 
Materia! lessening of distribution 
costs and delivery of greater gal- 
lonage are advantages claimed for 
the new form of transportation. 
The Great Lakes company esti­ 
mates its line. which is to be ex­ 
tended as far north as Minneapolis 
and as far east as Chicago, will 
carry the refined product at a cost 
of about one cent a gallon for the 
long haul, as compared with 2.38 
cents by rail. 
Bulk stations at 50-mile intervals 
along the lines will serve adjacent 
territory. 
Dangers Minimized 
Engineers say the operating prob­ 
lems or dangers in transporting 
gasoline by pipeline do not vary 
greatly from those involved in the 
transportation of crude oil. 
The Oreat Lakes Pipeline com­ 
pany was organized by the Barns­ 
dall corporation and the Continen­ 
tal Oil company, but other com­ 
panies have completed negotiations 
for use of the line. 
The Phillips line will run from the 
company's Borger. Texas, refinery 
northeast 
to 
Wichita, 
Kansas 
thence to Kansas Cay and across 
Missouri to 8t. Louis. At the latter 
point docking facilities will be avail­ 
able for shipping by barge up the 
Mississippi to the Twin Cities, south­ 
ward to Memphis and New Orleans, 
and eastward via the Ohio waterway 
to Louisville. Cincinnati and Pitts­ 
burgh.
